5. (Currently Amended) The p e rsonal car e product method of claim [[21]] 29, 
wherein the biodegradable polymer is selected from the group consisting of 
polycaprolactone, polybutylene succinate, po!y(butylene succinate-adipate), polylactic 
acid, a terpolymer of terephthaiic acid, adipic acid, and 1 ,4-butanediol, and copolymers 
and mixtures thereof. 

6. (Currently Amended) The personal car e product method of claim [[21]] 29, 
wherein the water soluble polymer is selected from the group consisting of polyethylene 
oxide, polyethylene glycol, polyvinyl alcohol, and copolymers and mixtures thereof.

wherein the biodegradable film includes from about 5% to about 30% water soluble 
polymer by weight of the biodegradable film.

23. (Currently Amended) The persona l care product method of claim [[21]] 29, 
wherein the water soluble polymer is polyethylene oxide, polyethylene glycol, or a 
copolymer thereof.

29. (New) A method of producing a personal care product having a biodegradable 
film comprising the steps of: 

providing a biodegradable polymer and a water soluble polymer; 

blending the biodegradable polymer and the water soluble polymer together to 
form a blended polymer mixture; 

producing a precursor film from the blended polymer mixture; 

stretching the precursor film from about 100 to about 500 percent of its original 
length while in contact with an aqueous solution; 

processing the precursor film into a biodegradable film; and 

applying the biodegradable film to the personal care product. 
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
